neceſſity

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ceflity of a combination of Churches, in order to perpetuate an union and communion 
amongſt us, and preſerve and maintain a correſpondence with each other in our union :— 
We therefofe propoſe to maintain and keep the orders and rules of an ailociation, accord- 
ing to the following plan or form of government. 

ATTICLE I. The affociation ſhall be compoſed of members choſen by the different 
churches in our union, and duly ſent to repreſent them in the aſſociation; who ſhall be 
members whom the judge beſt qualified for that purpoſe, and producimg letters from their 
reſpective churches, certifying their appointment, ſhall be entitled to a ſeat. 

ART. II. In the letters from the different churches, ſhall be expreſſed, their members 
in full fellowſhip, thoſe baptized, received by letter, diſmifled, excommunicated, and dead 
{ince the laſt aſſociation. 

Ap T. III. The members thus choſen and convened, ſhall have no power to lord it 
cver God's heritage; nor ſhall they have any claſſical power over the churches ; nor ſhall 
they infringe any of the internal rights of any church in the union, 

ArT. IV. The aſſociation, when convened, ſhall be governed and ruled by a regu- 
lar and proper decorum. 


AxT. V. The aſſociation ſhall have a moderator and clerk, and ſhall be choſen by 
the ſuffrage of the members preſent, 

ArT. VI. New churches may be admitted into this union, who ſhall petition by let- 
ter and delegates, and upon examination (if found authodox and orderly) ſhall be receiv- 
ed by the 2 flociation, and manifeſted by the moderator, giving the delegate the right hand 
of fellowſhip. 


ART. VII. _ Every church in the union ſhall be entitled to repreſentation in the aſſo- 
ciation. 

AR r. V I. Every query belegtes by any member in the aſſociation, ſhall be once 
read: and before it be debated the moderator thall put it to vote, and if there be a majo- 
rity for its being debated, it ſhall be taken into conſideration, and be deliberated; but it 
there be a majority againſt it, it ſhall be withdrawn. 


ART. IX. Every motion made and ſeconded, ſhall come under the conſtderation of 
the aſſociation, except it be withdrawn by the member who made it, 


ART. X. The aſſociation ſhall endeavour to furniſh the churches with the minutes of 


the alfiociations. The beſt method for effecting that purpoſe ſhall be at the diſcretion of 
the future aſſociations. 


ART, XI. We think it abſolutely neceſiary that we ſhould have an aſſociation fund, 
for defraying the expences of the ſame ; for the raiſing and ſupporting of which, we think 
it the Cuty of each church in the union, to contribute voluntarily, ſuch ſums as they ſhall 
think proper, and ſend by the hands of their delegates, to the aſſociation ; and thoſe mo- 
nies thus contributed by the churches, and received by the aſſociation, ſhall be depoſited 
in the hands of a treaſurer by the aſſociation, who ſhall be accountable to the aſſociation 
for all monies by him received and paid out according to the direction of the aſſociation. 


ART. XII. There ſhall be an aſſociation book kept, wherein the proceedings of eve- 


ry aſſociation ſhalk be regularly recorded, by a ſecretary Res by the aſſociation, ſhall 
receive a compenſation yearly, for his trouble. 


ART. XIII. The minutes of the aſſociation ſhall be read (and corrected if Fe” be) 
and aſſigned by the moderator and clerk before the aſſociation rifes,

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Ax r. XIV. Amendments to this plan or form of government may be made at any 
time by a majority of the union, when they may deem it neceſſary, 
ART. XV. The aſsociation ſhall have power,

3. To give the churches all neceflary advice in matters of difficulty,

6. To appoint any member or members, by and with his or their conſent, to tranſact 
any buſineſs which they may ſee neceſſary. 
7. The aſſociation ſhall have power to withdraw from any church in this union, which 
ſhall violate the rules of this aſſociation, or deviate from the authodox principles of reli- 
ion. 
p 8, To admit any of the diſtant brethren in the miniſtry, as aſſiſtants, who may be pre- 
ſeat at the time of their ſitting, whom they ſhall judge neceſſary, | 
9. The aflociation ſhall have power to adjurn themſelves to any future time or place 
they may think moſt convenient to the churches in the union.

4. The perſon thus ſpeaking ſhall not be interrupted in his ſpeech by any except the 
moderator, till he is done ſpeaking. 

5. He ſhall ſtrictly adhere to the ſubject, and in no wiſe reflect on the perſon who ſpoke 
before; ſo as, to make remarks on his lips, failings, or imperfections; but ſhall fairly 
ſtate the caſe and matter as nearly as he can, fo as to convey his light or ideas. 

6. No perſon ſhall abruptly break off, or abſent himſelf from the aſſociation, without 
liberty obtained from it. 

7. No perſon ſhall riſe and ſpeak more than three times to one ſubject without liberty 
from the aſſociation. 

8. No member of the aſſociation ſhall have liberty of laughing during the fitting of the 
ſame, nor whiſpering in the time of a public ſpeech. EEE 

9. No member of the aſſociation ſhall addreſs another in any other terms or applica- 
tions but the title of brother, 

10. The moderator {hall not interrupt any member in, or prohibit him from ſpeaking 
till he give his light on the ſubject, except he break the rules of this decorum. | 

II. The names of the ſeveral members of the aſſociations ſhall be enrolled by the 
Clerk, and called over as often as the aſſociation requires. 

12. The moderator ſh all be entitled to the ſame privilege of ſpeech as another member, 
provided the chair be filled, and he ſhall have no vote, unleſs the aflociation be equally divided. 

13. That any member who ſhall willingly and knowingly break any of theſe rules, 
ſhall be reproved by the aſſociation, as they ſhall think proper.

HAVING no time now to write upon practical religion, which ought to be inculcated

2. Family duty greatly neglected, to bring up our children to work and learning, that 
they at leaſt may be uſeful members in a civil ſociety. 

3. Extravagance or ſuperfluity, not cnly in eating and drinking; but eſpecially in 
dreſs, that we may not be conformed to the ſinful cuſtoms of this world ; but a ſeparate 
people, denying ourſelves from ungodlineſs and worldly luſt, &c. | 8 

4. The ſupport of the goſpel, that God's ſervants may be wholly given up to their 
great calling, and that every thing may be decent in the houſe of God, and our poor 


rethren ſupported. | | | 
5. Strict attendance to our public worſhip, communion ſeaſons and church meetings 


for buſineſs, as our indiſpenſible duty. 


6. That our brethren whom the Lord calls to the miniſtry, ſhould be encouraged, and 


fitted out with neceſſaries for their ſpiritual warfare. 
That churches not be too ſoon conſtituted, and miniſters ſwiftly ordained, till they 
are ſound inthe faith, and being found uſeful in the miniſtry. Think on theſe things, 


and may the Lord bleſs you, my dear Brethren, in the bonds of the goſpel,
